FATHER’S DAY 

The word “father” besides the com- 
mon acceptation of it for an immediate 
father, is likewise taken in the scripture 
style for grandfather, great grandfather, 
or, the very author and first father of a 
family, how remote soever he may be 
from those who speak. For example, the 
Jews in our Savior’s time, and their des- 
cendants of this present generation, call 
themselves sons of Abraham, Isaac, and 
Jacob. And Nebuchadnezzar is termed 
Belshazzar’s father, though Belshazzar 
was his grandson. 

Psa. 22:4, 5, “Our fathers trusted in 
thee: they trusted, and thou didst de- 
liver them. They cried unto thee, and 
were delivered: they trusted in thee, and 
were not confounded.” 


We are to celebrate on June 21, 


Father’s Day. We think that this scrip- 
ture is approptiate for this occasion. This 


brings our minds back to the time when 
the pilgrim fathers came to this country 
for liberty. They endured hardships, pri- 
vation, and almost starvation, but we 
think of the blessings that it brought to 
this country. To-day our land is filled 
with cities and beautiful homes; in fact, 
it is almost a paradise, and this was made 
possible by the efforts put forth by our 
fathers. This can truly be called the land 
of the pioneer fathers. 

As a general rule the father is looked 
upon as the head councellor in the home. 
It is through his efforts that food, 
clothes, and the comforts of life are 
made possible. Especially was this true in 
the early days of America. Mothers and 
children would often gather around the 
father in times of trouble and feel safe 
as they were protected by his strong arm. 
When there was a dangerous trip to be 
taken, or anything important to be looked 
after, the father was always the one to 
advise and take the lead. We can truly 
say, What is home without a father? 
With few exceptions the father has been 
true, and has always spent his life for his 
wife and children. He braved the storms 
from morning till night that he might 
make it possible for his family to be ed- 
ucated and brought up in a respectable 
way. To-day we feel that we should hon- 
or these fathers. 

While on one of my trips a few years 
ago, I noticed at a station a well-dressed 
but very feeble man. He sat perfectly 
quiet. Finally two well-dressed, young 
ladies came in, took him by each arm, 
tenderly raised him to his feet, and 
moved toward the gate to board a train. 
I watched them until they were well- 
seated. I never saw tenderer care in all my 
life. They would often go to the seat 
and stroke his gray hair and ask if there 
was anything he wanted. I found out by 
inquiring that he was a general in the 
war and they were going to the soldiers’ 
reunion. They had left their families to 
take their father on this trip. They spoke 
of their husbands and children but father 
seemed to have the first place in their 
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hearts, at least on this trip. It made me 
realize the great love that every one of 
us should have for our fathers. Mother 
is the balance-wheel of the home; it is 
through her economic efforts that pros- 
perity will come to the home, but the 
father is the one that produces every 
good thing that the family may enjoy. 
It is through his efforts that provision is 
made for every member of the family. 

I was in a dentist’s office once and a 
girl in her teens came in and waited for 
an opportunity to speak to her father. He 
was very busy extracting a tooth. As soon 
as he could he stepped to one side and 
asked what she wanted. She looked up 
with a smile and said, ‘““May I borrow a 
dollar from you?” The dentist said, “Yes, 
maam. You can get anything your father 
has,” and she went tripping down the 
steps full of glee and joy. She needed a 
dollar and she knew where to get it. All 
this goes to make our fathers dear to us. 

I could tell so many things that have 
come under my observation, showing the 
love and respect people have always had 
for their fathers. They have blazed the 
trails in America over mountain and val- 
ley; they slept out at night and worked 
for the good of their wives and children. 
They fought for the freedom of our 
country. It is through their efforts that 
we have the God-given liberty that we 
have enjoyed these years and I feel that 
this ought to be a great day for the sons 
and daughters of America to celebrate 
the memory of their fathers who have 
passed and to make sunshine and joy for 
those who are living. 

We feel that much depends on the 
fathers of our country even to-day. A 
lawyer friend told me of a trip to Eu- 
rope and how he became thirsty when 
no water was to be had on the train. The 
porter suggested that he drink wine stat- 
ing that the people in that country used 
wine instead of water. He told me that 
he used to drink beer but his son accom- 
panied him on that trip and he said, 
would have starved to death before I 
would have taken a drink of wine before 
my son. Not that I am so good but I 
want my son to say that he has never 
seen me take a drink.” This lawyer is one 
of the most prominent at the bar. I may 
forget many things he said but I’ll never 
forget that. If our fathers would be 
careful always to set good examples! But 
we can thank God to-day for such fath- 
ers who have united themselves and gone 
through many hardships for their chil- 
dren and the many things that would 
make them happy in this life. 

Those whose fathers are living should 
certainly take advantage of this day and 
show their love and respect with presents 
and flowers. I am sure the fathers will 
always appreciate the gifts and as the sun

HE Bible teaches us in Rom, 13:7 

to render honor to whom honor is due, 
and I certainly think our fathers are due 
some honor as well as our mothers.

Father is a good counsellor and will not 
give us the wrong advice if he knows it. 
Prov. 4:1 says, “Hear, ye children, the 
instruction of a father, and attend to 
know understanding.” When we need 
clothing or food we know to whom to 
go. Jesus, in Luke 11, infers that we 
would not think of a father giving his 
child a stone, or scorpion, or a serpent 
when he is in need of food. Father will 
protect us from that which is evil and 
from dangers, and give us the best that 1s 
possible for him to get. Yes, it is lone- 
some at home when mother is away, we 
miss her so much; but when father is 
away we don’t feel quite so safe. We ad- 
mire him for his protection. His strong 
arm has shielded us from danger many 
times when we didn’t even know about 
it. 

Down the trail of life father goes 
ahead making the path as painless as 
possible for mother and children. God 
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bless our fathers for all the good they 
have done and may we as children honor 
them and when they are old and feeble, 
no longer able to care for us, let us jusw 
be as kind to them as they were to us, 
caring for them tenderly until they shall 
tread the last mile of the rough way of 
life. But here a sad feeling comes over me 
as I think that many kind fathers have 
been so taken up with the cares of life 
that they have neglected their souls and 
all the happiness they will have is what 
we can make possible for them in this 
life.

How sad it would 
be to think of them being lost! 

I appreciate my own dear father high- 
ly. We were a large family of only mod- 
erate means yet he worked hard and made 
it possible for us to obtain a reasonable 
portion of education. God has wonder- 
fully blessed us and though there have 
been many things perhaps that we wanted 
and didn’t get, yet most times we have 
had the necessary things, and I know if 
he could have done better he would have.

| this age of apostasy, sin, and falling 

away, there is an urgent need for ev- 
ery child of God to take heed to the 
words of the Apostle Paul who, when 
writing to the Corinthian church, ad- 
monished them to examine themselves. 

A thorough examination is always a 
test to determine the quality, substance 
and genuineness of any article. The pure 
food laws require inspection of foods 
previous to distribution; the health de- 
partment of a city inspects the sewerage 
and refuse conditions; the laws of edu- 
cation require a periodic testing of a 
student’s knowledge to determine his 
grading; the physician examines his pa- 
tient in order that he may know how to 
diagnose the case; and most important 
of all, God requires an examination of 
His people as to whether they be in the 
faith. 

We may say, “Certainly, I am in the 
faith, Am I not a church member in 
good standing? Do I not read the Bible 
with never a thought of criticism, and to 
all outward appearances am I not walk- 
ing with God?” Paul said, “Examine 
yourselves” and the Psalmist prayed, 
“Search me, O Goéd, and know my heart: 
try me, and know my thoughts,” Ps. 
139+23. 

It is much easier to examine another 
than to search ourselves. I note that you 
are failing in your Christian life and 
service. I observe that your testimonies 
and prayers have grown dry and formal. 
I pass judgment upon you because I think 
your conduct is not what a Christian’s 
ought to be, but the devil has me blinded 
to the extent that I do not see the beam 
that is in my own eye. I do not realize 
that the time I spent in watching and 
criticizing you might have been used on 
my knees before God interceding for the 
souls of men. I am unable to see that 
my heart has been filled with unkind 
thoughts, that I have become harsh and 
critical, that I have failed in my own 
prayer life and have not held up _ the 
standard as I should have done. Oh, that 
God would awaken us to the crying need 
of a SELF-examination! 

1 Peter 5:8 tells us that the devil goes 
about as a roaring lion, seeking whom he 
may devour. Has he succeeded in wooing 
you away from God? Has he devoured 
your zeal for God, your shining testi- 
mony and your Christian light? Examine 
yourself, whether ye be in the faith. 

This age is an age of comfort. We ride 


about in luxurious automobiles. We dine 
on prepared, delicious foods; we furnish 
our homes so that we can rest and live 
in ease and comfort and all too often we 
comfortably serve God, constant with the 
thought that ten years ago we were con- 
verted and joined the church, and do not 
stop to consider that we may not have 
done one thing for the cause of God 
since. Look into your heart just now. Do 
you find that you are continuing in the 
faith or must you admit that you have 
little by little lost the victory and glory 
from your soul? 


This age is also an age of material pro- 
gress. We cope with one another as to 
accomplishments, wealth, and fame, and 
in so doing, we may easily lose sight of 
God. Our minds are occupied with busi- 
ness matters and cares of this life, and 
often we give way to thoughts of envy 
and strife. Have you examined yourself 
to see whether you are still in the faith? 


The motto of many lives to-day is 
“Everybody for himself.” We pray. 
“God, bless me and my wife, my son 
John and his wife; us four and no more.” 
When an offering for missions is taken, 
we have nothing to give. When the need 
of widows and orphans is put before us, 
we positively can not spare a cent. When 
we are asked to donate to the cause of 
God anywhere, or help our fellowmen in 
distress, we say it is impossible. Expenses 


are so great. The grocery bill is sixty dol- - 


lars a month. We must make a monthly 


payment on the radio and the 
new car, and then we must have 
new spring clothes and other _inci- 


dentals. However, if we have everything 
we want, we will try to give fifty cents 
to missions. Brother, sister, examine your- 
self. Are you still in the faith or have 
you become so engrossed in selfish inter- 
ests that you have forgotten God? 


This is also a time of speed, hurry and 
bustle. We travel about at a rapid pace 
and hasten from one thing to another. 
We forget the words of Moses to “Stand 
still and see the salvation of the Lord.”

E are made to live in relation to

ready made. “Let whosoever will come.” 
Why are you living in sin? My friend, is 
it not the height of madness to put off 
salvation so long?

Did you not say that when you were 
your own boss or when you married, you 
would settle down and live right? Have 
you done that? The Lord said, “My 
spirit shall not always strive with man.” 
To neglect salvation will cost you trou- 
ble, pain, heartaches, disappointments and 
take you to hell. Some people say, “Why, 
what have I done?” It may not be so 
much what you have done as what you 
haven’t done. If you neglect salvation, 
you will be lost. You need not row the 
boat to go down stream. Just pull in the 
oars, fold your arms and drift along, neg- 
lecting, and time will put you over. O 
sinner, wake up and look around. There 
is danger in neglecting! 

You may say “Oh yes, I know I ought 
to live right and I want to be a Chris- 
tian, but I’ll not now.” Say, dear hearts, 
if you want to be a Christian and know 
you ought to be, why not now? You can 
be. You are just refusing the greatest 
part there is or ever will be for the hu- 
man race.
